Mor- 
row was found slain on the rear porch 
of his home, 4545 Michigan avenue, last 
Thursday morning. 
Body on Porch, 
The frozen body, with two bullet holes 
through it, was found on the rear porch 
Esther Johnson, a maid, when she 
reported for work at the Morrow house, 
4545 Michigan avenue, Thursday morning, 
but investigation disclosed the fact that 
the shooting took place at 9:36 o'clock 
Wednesday night. One bullet had pene- 
trated the heart, passed out the back, 
and lodged in the railing around tl.e 
porch. 
The other bullet entered the right tem-

ple. Near the right hand of the body 
lay a 38-caliber automatic pistol. The 
temple wound was powder marked, the 


muzzle of the pistol was covered with 
blood and there were other outward in- 
dications of suicide. 


Secret Autopsy Held. ; 
An inquest conducted by Deputy Cor- 


oner Michael Walsh resulted in a verdict 
that Morrow killed himself whuiie de- 
spondent over the alleged failure of a 
pneumatic,dress form. It developed that 
Walsh had instructions to postpone the 
inquest until the arrival of Coroner's 
Physician Joseph Springer for a post- 
mortem examination, but Walsh refused 
to wait because from personal observa- 
tions and from what the police told him 
he was convinced it was a clear case 
of self-destruction. 
At the instigation Saturday night of 
Attorney Cuthbert D. Potts, an old 
friend of the inventor, Dr. Springer 
held a secret autopsy and announced 
that Morrow undoubtedly “was murdered, 
because either of the shots would have 
caused death, and both were of such a 
nature to make the suicide theory un- 
tenable. The inquest showed there was 
an interim of two minutes between the 
shots and there is a theory that the 
wound in the heart was the first one in- 
flicted, and that the second bullet was 
fired close to the temple either to give 
the case the appearance of. suicide or 
because the person responsible feared 
the first wound would not, prove fatal. 
Protests Her Innocence. 
Mrs. Morrow protests her Innocence. 
When the police aroused her from her 
slumbers at 3 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing and told her to dress and accom- 
pany them to the Hyde Park Station to 
be questioned, she made no objection, 
and after she slipped on her street 
sown, she calmly asked the detectives: 
“Either of you gentlemen know how 
to button a !ady’s dress?’ She was ac- 
commodated. 
At the station she was questioned by 
Inspector Clancy and told such a 
straightforward story the police official 
feared to arrest her formally. He as- 
signed her to a bed in the matron’s 
quarters. During the afternoon she was 
permitted to attend Morrow's funera!)

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,THAT FREIGHT RATE ANOMALY. 
Years-ago the Galveston Commercial Associa- 
tion discovered that tne railroads would charge 
so high a rate from Galveston to any _ interior 
point in Texas, that the advantage of shipping 
by water from any other point by way of Galves- 
ton was entirely discounted. After a long fight 
this unjust discrimination was abolished. 

Denver has enlisted the services of the man - who 
helped Galveston out of the railroad rate bond- 
age, and he has discovered conditions more alarm- 
ing than Denver dreamed of, even after the reve- 
lations of Kindel and other Denverites who have 
attacked high rates and unjust discrimination. 

Interstate Commerce Commissioner Prouty will 
hear the case for Denver against 47 railroad de- 
fendants early in February, and, from a casual 
glance at the evidence, Denver will receive such 
‘relief as is within the provinee of the commis- 
sion to give. 

The Maine Manufacturing Co. shippea goods 
from Nashua, N. H., to Boston by rail, thence by 
water to Galveston and rail to Denver. Another 
shipment traveled from Boston to Savannah by 
water, and from Savannah by rail through St. 
Louis to Denver; it cost less than half as much 
total transportation charges as the shipment via 
Galveston. 

In other words, it is cheaper to ship from Pitts- 
burg to New York, by water to Savannah, and 
by rail to Denver, than to ship by water from 
New York to Galveston and rail to Denver. 

Such barefaced conspiracies by the railroads to 
cut rates for the purpose of shutting out water 
transportation, deserve the most severe remedy by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission.

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| FREEDOM FOR DELEGATES’ 

The suggestion of friends of Speaker Clark 
that the State Democratic convention send an 
uninstructed delegation to the National Demo- 
cratic Convention is the best solution of the prob- 
lem: created by the Clark-Folk controversy. This 
should be supplemented with the. abolition of 
the unit rule. | 

The practice which has made the instructions of 
the State Convention binding on the entire State 
delegation and the unit rule have been the curse 
of the Democratic party. It has. enabled State 
party bosses to obtain absolute control by a bare 
majority of the State’s votes and use them for 
their own personal ends. It has created oppor- 
tunity for selfish trading and the betrayal of tne 
party voters. The favorite-son schem» frequently 
masks ulterior designs and is used for the purpose 
of serving personal or factional aims far removed 
from the will of the voters or the origina: intent 
of the State convention. 

No better illustration of the way in which the 
}confidence of a state maybe abused by the unit 
rule under instructions can be found than .the 
betrayal of ‘“‘Silver Dick’? Bland and the Missouri 
Democracy in the Chicago convention. If is note- 
worthy that Senator Stone, the leader of that 
conspiracy, is conspicuous in the effort to fix the 
next Missouri Democratic delegation. Are the 
Democrats of the State willing to entrust him 
with another commission to carry out their will? 

The unit rule is undemocratic. It deprives the 
voters of fair representation. By right the State 
convention should control only the delegates at 
large who are elected to represent the entire 
State. The district delegates should actually, as 
well as theoretically, represent the voters of the 
district. Theyvshould be free to express the will 
of their constituents. 

The movement for presidential primaries is an 
effort to have the will of the majority of the 
voters represented by the National Convention. 
its object is to rid the party of bossism, and of 
trading and combinations. But the party can get 
closer to the voters under the representative sys- 
tem. The existing party machinery can be utiliz- 
ed through township, county and district conven- 
tions to obtain a free representation of the sen- 
timent of the voters in every part of the State. 
If fair primary conventions are held the district 
delegates will know the wishes of their constitu- 
ents whether they are instructed or uninstructed. 
They should take their instructions from 
immediate constituents. 

The supporters of Speaker Clark are. right in 
contending that the indorsement of former Gov. 
Folk in the 1910 State convention was irregular 
and illegal.’ That indorsement, as the Post-Dis- 
patch has repeatedly said, is not binding 0 the 
Democrats of the State. It will have no binding 
force on the delegates to the State convention 
commissioned to elect delegates to the National 
convention and to express the State Democracy’s 
will with regard to the National platform and the 
presidential nomination. But its irregular and 
illegal character does not relieve the members of 
the 1910 convention of either the responsibility 
for their unwarranted action or the moral obliga- 
tions involved in that action. Speaker Clark, who 
participated in that convention, cannot free him- 
self to push his own presidential ambition by a 
plea that ne was guilty of irregularity, illegality 
and folly. He should be the last man to designate 
the talk about his repudiation of his pledge as 
“damned guff.” It is a reflection on both his 
conscience and his judgment. 

But the Democrats of Missouri are free. This 
is a critical year in Democratic history. The 
will of the voters should be expressed in the Na- 
‘tional convention. The man best fitted to win 
the confidence of the people and to carry out the 
program of constructive reform to which the 
party is pledged, should be naqminated for.the 
presidency. 

Why should the -Democratic voters of Mis- 
souri be tied up under favorite-son instructions 
‘and the unit rule? Why should they turn over
